The 500 Imperial Horfe, which 
with 300 Foot march’d on this fide the Adige towards 
e Po, to endeavour to fuccour Mirandola, or to 
Grand Prior of France that way, arriv’d 
fome days ago in the Valleys of the Ferrareze firuate 
on the Left of the Po, and belonging to the Pope. 
They would have pafs’d that River near Figarolo : 
Bur found no Boats, the Grand Prior of France ha- 
ving taken Care.ghey, thould all be carried to the o- 
ther fide. “They were likewife inform’d that the 
Count de Biffy and the Marquis d’E{clainvilliers were 
prepar'd to difpute their Paffage with a Body of 
‘Froops. Whéreupon they went lower down towards 
Lagofcuro, hoping’ to find an eafier Paffage there- 


abouts ; but Bad Intelligence that the French were 


advanc’d over againft that Place, and befides, that 
ttiey ‘had made Intrenchments at Buordeno, where 
they were to crofs the Arm of the Po that muns to Fer- 
rara.. Thus finding-no Means of fucceeding in their 
Defign, they march’d back to the Trentin. The Ad- 
vices from the Breffan tell us the kmperialifts continue 
in their former Pofts and to intrench themfelves in

them ; and being in great want of Forrage have ex- 
tended their Right along the Foot of the Mountains 
to the River Mela, They had made 2 General] For- 
rages ; in the firft of which a Trooper of the Regi- 
ment of Count Silla Martinengo affaflinated'a German 
Officer, with defign to robhim: But being f{eiz’d by 
the Germans and carned to General Molino, he 
caus’d Juftice to be done upon him. Captain Gior- 
gio Macarfca, being on his way to his Quarters ac 
Santo Eufemia, was attack’d by 15 Ferrabuti (Ban- 
diti fo call'd,) which the Germans have made ule of 
fromthe Time the War begun. They hot at him 
with Mufquetoons but did not wound him: So he 
got fafe to his Quarters, whence he immediately re- 
turn’d with 20 of his Soldiers, and purfuing the Ban- 
diti took 10 of them, and fent them to Brefcia, where 
they will be punifh’d according to their Deferts. The 
Imperialifts report pofitively, that 4 Regiments of 
Horie arecoming to them, and as they fay are already 
arriv'd in the County of Lodrone, above the Lake of 
Idro, on the Frontiers of the Breffan. The Grand 
Prior of France, has alfo receiv’d from Piemont, a Re- 
inforcement of 7 Regiments of Horfe, who with fome 
Regiments of Foot are pofted on the Oglio, to 
* fireighten the Imperialifts on that fide. Signior Fran- 
cefco: Molino, Proveditor General on the Terra Fir- 
ma, having executed that Office the ufual Term,the 
Senate has elected into his Place the Chevalier Del- 
fino, who was lately Provediror General of the Fleer. 
The 24th of this Month, a Proclamation was pub- 
lifh’d by Order of the Senate, by which; upon Pay- 
ment ef the Sums that fhall be appointed by the No- 
bles that are to be nominated for that Purpofe, the 
Banditi that are Subjects of the Republick are par- 
don’d ; thofe excepted who ftand charg’d with Crimes 
againft the Government, &c. By Letters from Con- 
ftantinople, the fretheft of which are dated the laft of 
October, we have been inform’d of the Alterations 
that have happen’d in that Court: About the End of 
September laft, Sultan Achmet III. depos'd and ba- 
nifh’d into Afia, the Grand Vizicr Haffan Bathaw his 
Brother-in-Law, and put into his Place Achmet Ba- 
fhaw firnam’d Calai Lukoche, who is about 60 Years 
old, and has the Reputation of being a Man of great 
Bravery.. He was born in Cappadocia of Chriftian 
Parents of the Greek Church. About15 Years ago 
he was Captain Bafhaw or Admiral, and afterwards 
Governour of the Caftles of the Dardanels. Then 


Bafhaw of Diarbekir in Mefopotamia, and twice Ba- | 


fhaw of Trebifond, Sebafte, and Bagdat. He was 
afterwards made Caimacan or Governour of Con- 
ftantinople ; in which Office he acquir’d much Repu- 
tation by the Care he took to maintain Plenty of Pro- 
vifions in that City, and to eftablith good Order and 
Safety in it. In Conclufion he was made Bafhaw of 
Cyprus, and afterwards of Candia, whence he was 
fent for and made Grand Vizier. He has lately pu- 
blith’'d an Order, forbidding all Franks to wear the 
Habit of the Eaftern People ; and a Perfon belonging 
to the Dutch Ambaffador having broke that Order, 
he caus'd him to be baftinadoed, and bid him go and 
complain to his Mafter. He has fent into all Parts of 
the Turkifth Dominions, Orders for 
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Adairs of the Empire,and teftoring theDifcipline of the 

*soops, arid perfect Obedience is paid to thofe Or- 
ders by allPerfons concern’d,for fear of being punifh’d. 
Thefe Letters add, that a Perfon.of Note fent by 
Prince Ragotski, wassartiv’d ac Conftantinople, to 
beg Succours for that Prince, and was to have a 
fpeedy Audience of the Grand Vizier. 

Caftiglione, Dec. 31. We have Advice, that a De- 
cachment of the Enemy of 400 Horfe, and alike 
Number of Foot, have poffefs’d themfelves of Bardo- 
lino, Garda, and San Vigilio, on the Baft fide’of the 
Lake of Garda, South of Monte-Baldo, to favour the 
Tranfportation of Provifions over the faid Lake 
to their Army, and which is intercepted by the 
Barks that the Grand Prior of France has caus’d to 
be equipp’d-at Dezenzano, The Grand Priot on his 
Part, has poffefs'd himfelfof the Ifland and Caftle of 
Sermione, fituare atthe End of a Point of Land that 
runs out a League into the Lake, between Dezenza- 
no and’ Pefchiara, and which will be of great Advan- 
tage tothe Barks that cruife on the Imperial Tranf- 
ports. The Itmperialifts have likewife fitted our fome 
Barks, buc extremely inferior to, and much worfe 
équipp’d and mann’d than thofe of the Grand Prior. 
The Count de Medavi with 2000 Horfe or Dragoons 
has taken poffeifion of Palazzuolo, and that Poff ren- 
ders hiny Mafter of the Oglio, and of moft Part of che 
Forrage that is in the Plain lying becween thar River 
and the Camp of the Enemy ; who being extremely 
pent up: in their Quarters, ‘tis hoped will be o- 
blig’d to march by the North End of the Lake of 
Garda, to get Subfiftance in the Trentin or in the Ter- 
ritory’ of Vicenza.
